Tf was the presiden t’s first discu s­ 
sion of the n eeds of the n av y with Mr. 
Padgett an d an hou r spen t in listen ­ 
in g to an ex pression of his v iews an d 
those of the secretary . 
On e fact was established, howev er 
as a resu lt of the con feren ce. 
That 
is, that the presiden t will u rge an ap­ 
propriation for on e or more battle 
cru isers as a part of the n ex t n av al 
bu dget. 
The n av y n ow has n o v essel 
of this ty pe. 
Mr. Dan iels said after the con fer­ 
en ce that the report made to him by 
Nav al Con stru ctor McBride, who re­ 
tu rn ed from En glan d last week , aftei 
a stu dy of n av al dev elopmen t in the 
presen t war, has con v in ced him that 
fast cru isers of the powerfu l ty pe were 
absolu tely essen tial to a well balan ced 
n av y .
